do the annual -work -within the period 
required." 
Thus, if a claim is located 


January 2, 1882, the cl ran cannot be 
forfeited before January 1, 1884, and a 
relocation made in December, 1883, 
would be invalid and would not become 
valid even after January, 1884.

ers all over the State to thin decision. 
If we are not much mistake a it will 
uffecl a good many relocations, and lead 
to 8oma trouble, but all cau regulate 
thou business lu accorilancti with the 
laws whtiii we know just what they are.
